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FATAL ACCIDENT ON THE CENTRAL. 


Maddox Killed and the Engineer 
Hurt. 

SAVANNAH, GA, June %.—[{Special.]—Con- 
siderable excitement was cansed here today by 
the report of a serious disaster-to passenger 
train No. 54, from Atlanta, due in Savannah 
at six o'clock. Inquiry developed the follow- 
ing. Whennear Rogers, No. 8}, about half 
past two o'clock, the train running at regular 
speed, the engine struck an obstruction and 
was thrown from the track, dragging three 
cars, and smashing things generally. kLngi- 
neer W. H. Pendergrast and Fireman Charles 
Maddox jumped as the engine was turning 
over. Both were badly scalded. The 
engineer W2s serious'y bruised, . but 
Maddox was killed, his head fearfully mashed 
and his body scalded, The passengers were 
uninjured bat badly shaken up. A _ special 
train was sent to the scene, and the mails and 
passengers were transferred, also the engineer 
and the body of Maddox. The train reached 
here at ten o'clock. Prendergrast was sent 
bome under a physician, and will recover. 
Maddox was buried this evening. He was a 
worthy young man we!l thought of. The ac- 
cident was eceasioned by miscreants wedging 
heavy pieces of timber between the frog of the 
switch, elevating the rail.

The Season in Full Blast in LaGrange— 4n Eloguent 
Commencement Sermon-—The Commencement 
Exercises in Shorter Female College— 
Interesting Incidents of the Day. 


Rome. Ga, June 8.—[Special.]—The com- 
mencement sermon of Shorter college was 
preached at the Baptist church Sanday by 
Rev. Dr. Lansing Burrows, of Augusta.

The doctor handled his text with a 
master hand, making a deep impression on.ail 
present. The preacher exmmenced by analyzing 
the charecters of Orpah and Ruth, bound together. 
for years by the most tender of ties. dwelling in 
cweet domestic harmony beneath the same roof, 
from the bent form of weeping Maomi, their path- 
diverge. The cne hurries back iato obscurity; the 
other moves onward to mount the throne of kings. 
Of Ruth, poets have sung; around her brow have 
been wreathed the garlands of oratory. The lesson 
of her faith and patience and heroism have not 
been lost upon the world. Orpah’s aifections were 
real, but not strong enough to sink beneath thei 
the consideration of self. 

While, said the speaker, I do not Say the 
place for pleasant recreationin every step of hu- 
man existence, I dosSayit is Wwrongto make out 
desires and our own interests the aim oflife. Life 
bas its serious deinands upon*’women aswell as ul 
onmen, Thereis a mission as solemn for hera 
for her struggling brother. 

The modern Orpah isa delicate tyrant, adorned 
with costly fabrics, lounging upon damask xii 
brccade while the heavy hearted mother drags her 
weary feet from nursery to kitchen, from kitchen 
to laundry, andthe father labors far into the 
to gain the means which are demanded by her ex- 
travagances. She isan incubus, a dead weight in 
the world’s great progress, a fair weed amidst the 
fragrance and utility of the: garden of life. =n. 
fulfills no purpose, accomplishes no good, attains 
the reputation of ‘‘a splendid woman’’ and dies 
and is forgotten. Turn to her religious side. There 
are to her no awful truths in God’s law. She would 
rather dance than pray. (ueen of the balirom, no 
humble prayer circle knows her penitential pre- 
sence. 

It is for this reason, said the speaker, that I up- 
lift my voice against the nodern danee. [am not 
inimical to the pleasures of youth. 1 am not 

wred to the mcdern dance for iauatical reasons. 
i would be fearful of accusing the dance of be- 
smirchingthe purity of woman, and I do not 
think it paves the way to crime. My charge 
avainst itis tht it contirms a deaduess of lite and 
heart; thatit writes “frivolous” upon the white 
biow of womanhood: that there is no God init 

A marble statue may look beautiful, but it is icy 
cold. Andsuch is the Orpah of to-day, a beauti 
corpse, decked with wreaths of flowers, yet 
galvanized into a glittering mockery. 

Inthe midst of this glad and festive season, 
may Inot lift upmy voiee in tender exhortation’ 
A willingness to fursake all for God, must be the 
great characteristic of the woman who wouid 
shrink from the imitation of Orpah. It was such 
a devotion Which characterized Ruth. The only 
hope of the eternal inheritance is in being leagued 


with God. 

Remember there is an end. The (flowers 
Wither; the last symphony of music fadesinto an 
indistinguishalle echo; the oul in the 
glittering lamp grows low, the feet of the dancers 
sink in weariness; the body bo more responds to 
the thrill of delight. And then what’ The thun- 
ders of a judemett fall upon theear; the terrible 
demand comes, ‘How hast thou spent thy life’ 
Is it possilbie you can only answer: “In the vai 
pursuit of pgantoms, in the never attainable ru 
for the gold tinted bubbles of pleasure, ami: 
whirl snd bustle of frivolous extravagance,’ 
thus that vou will render up this precious treasure 
of life, returning to God a wasted existence, a sol 
that was never disciplined, a body that never 
blessed’ When the black Curtain will be lifted 
how shall it tind you’

Dr. Felton, in his letter which we printed 
yesterday, charges that we are going behind 
dead men to attack him.

Mr. Tubbs and “Our Tobe.” 

Our readers in Georgia have not forgotten 
Tobe Jackson. There was a time when Tobe 
seemed to rise superior to all the statutes, 
courts and sheriffs of the state. Warrants 
couldn’t be served upon him. No posse 
comitatus could arrest him. Bloodhounds 
bayed fiercely on his trail, only to lie down 
at his feet, subdued by the man’s maguet- 
ism. 

Tobe is not a man to be easily forgotten. 
We have not forgotten him here, and out in 
Texas his name will do to conjure with. It 
will be recollected that some weeks ago 
Tobe was arrested at the instance of a Mr. 
Tubbs, who resides near Reagan, Texas. 
After the prisoner was forwarded to Georgia, 
where he finally arrived in a purely volun- 
tary manner, muchtothe perplexity of the 
people and the bedevilmeut of those who 
had him in charge, Mr. Tubbs telt relieved. 
He had been informed that Tobe had sworn 
vengeance against him, butas the weeks 
slipped by he came tothe conclusion that 
these threats were harmless. 

A few days ago Tubbs received a shock. 
Ife got a letter postmarked Cartersville, 
CGieorgia, advising him that three of Tobe’s 
friends were enroute to Texas to dispose of 
him. The letter was signed ‘‘A Christian 
LLady,’’ and the postscript stated that while 
the writer was a friend of Tobe Jackson, she 

lt that she would be a party to Tubbs3’s 
assassination unless she warned. him of his 
immediate danyer. 

This epistle created consternation in the 
Tubbs family. Neighbors were consulted, 
and the entire community slept with one eye 
open. The other day three strangers, sup- 
posed to be desperadoes from Georgia, made 
their appearance, inquiring for Tubbs. The 
Texan was given a timely hint by his 
friends, and he at once madehis way to 
Waco, where, at last accounts, be was mak- 
ing arrangements for the arrest of all suspi- 
cious leoking strangers in his bailwick. It 
is quite possible that there isa mistake 
somewhere, but Georgians traveling in 
Texas will do well not to prowl arouad Rea- 
gan until they receive assurances that 
Tubbs’s eyuanimity has been entirely re- 
stored. In the meantime, by way of throw- 
ing of! ou the troubled waters, we feel dis- 
posed in behalf of Mr. Tobe Jackson to dis- 
credit the report connecting him with any 
hostile designs upon Texas in general or Mr.

The result of yesterday's primary election in 
Fulton was to givethe county to General 
John B. Gordon by a large majority. 

The polls were opened at twelve precincts. 
Of these seven were definitely heard from last 
night. The other five were not heard from, 
and{will not be until the vote is sent to the ex- 
ecutive committee this morning. ~ 

The vote of the seven precincts heard from 
was as follows: 

South Atlanta—Gordon, 1,144 Bacon, 35). 

North Atlanta—Gordon, 556; Bacon, 17. 

South Bend—Gordon, 58; Bacon, |. 

Collins district—Gordon, 2°; Bacon, 1. 

West End—Gordon, 43; Bacon, ». 

Cook’s—Gordon, 80; Bacon, 5s. 

East Point—Gordon, 50; Bacon, 0. 

The precincts yet to be heard from are Peach- 
tree, Buckhead, (ak Grove, Briant’s, and Ad. 
amsville. These will probably have a total 
vote of two,hundred and fifty, of which Gen- 
eral Gordon wi!! get at least two hundred. 

The total vote of the precincts heard from 
was 2.505. of which Gordon received 1,94, 
and Major Bacon 551. General] Giordon’s ma- 
jority was 1,403, or nearly four to one. 

A SMALL VOTE, 

There were several reasons why the vote 
was small, In the first place, the supporters 
of General Gordon did not exert themselves 
tobring out his full strength. The vote in 
Atlanta opened with from sevento eight to 
one in favor of General Gordon. Thi 
was 2 clear indication of what the resuit 
would be, and, in consequence, the supporters 
of General Gordon were indifferent. Thev 
knew that the county was safe for him by a 
good majority, and they, therefore, made no 
attempt tof{poll the large vote, which 
could easily have been polled under othor 
circumstances. ‘ivly seven carriages were 
used in Atlanta to convey General Gordon’: 
supporters to the voting places. 

VW hile the supporters of General Gordon did 
not exert themselves in his favor, the sup- 
porters of Major Bacon worked vigorously al! 
day. They were at the polls early and re- 
mained until they closed. It is reasonable to 
assert that they polled every vote that their 
candidate controlled in the county.

was any doubt that the county would elect 
delegates that would support General Ciordon.

THE GROWING CROPS. 


JUNE REPORTS OF THE COMMIS- 
SIONER OF AGRICULTURE. 


The Outlook in the Main Hopeful—General Condition 
of Field Products —State of the Corn, Oat, 
Wheat and Cotton Crops Fruit Abun- 
dant-The Wool Clip—Crop Notes, 


Commissioner of Agriculture J.T. Hender- 
von has kindly permitted Tue CoNsTITUTION 
to examine the proof sheets of the June crop 
report. It will be observed from the extracts 
that follow that with a few exceptions the out- 
look is hopeful. 

The general condition of the crops is thus 


outlined. 

The condition of the growing crops is much _ be- 
low the average for the season. The corn cropis 4 
points below the reported condition of last year’s 
crop on the firstof June. The‘oat crop falls 13 
points, wheat 14, and cotton 15 below the con: dition 
of last year at this date. The Irish potatocrop only 
is reported to be better than averaze. 

The heavy rainsin many localities have caused 
serious cam age to corn and cotton, necessitating 
inn many i instances entire replanting of crops on 
bottom lands. 

The crops @ge from tento twenty days behind 
the usual stage of growth at this date. 

The retarded condition, due to a late spring an d 
the necessity tor re-planting, has probably had an 
undue influence with correspondence in the 3@ dis- 
paraging estimates. The season has been phenom- 
enal, and so much depends in the early stages of 
growth upon future contingencies, that a compar- 
isoP, as in this instance, with unlike seasons gives 
an unceriain indication of the prospective condis« 
tion. 

The cotton stand is generally poor. This is at 
tributed to the coo) weather, to the beating rains 
and baked condition of the lands, end is alsodue 
in # large degree to defective seed, resulting from 
the damaged condition of last year’s crop. 

Nearly a fullcrop of oats will be harvested in 
north ¢ xe orgia, While only about three-fourths ofa 
crop wi | be realized in middle Georgia and much 

less Steen this inthe more southern sections. In 
the southern part ofthe state nearly the entire 
crop was sown inthe fall, and was badly winte.- 
kilted, andin many loc alities entirely destroyed. 
Much of this area, for lack of seed for resowiny 
has been planted in corn and cotton. The damage 
from rust in the whole state, but confined mostly

TALKED ABOUT AT POLICE HB@AD- 
QUARTERS LAST NIGHT. 


A Negro Man Deserts His Wifeand Children. L2avy- 
ing Themin a Destitute Condition—Hia Baws 
Dies and He is Arrested—& Lady's Ter- 
rible Experience—Other Events. 


Bi}] Maxwell, a stont, able bolied. desperate 
Jooking begro, was arrested last night by Pa- 
trolman Moncrief, and was locked up. Max- 
wel] is charged with deserting his wife and 
children. 

The desertion is one of the most heartless 
that bas ever been reported at police head- 
quarters. 

Maxwell has becn living on Ellis 
street for a long time. He is the 
husband of an industrious, quiet wife, and the 
father of two weak children. About two weeks 
ego his wife was taken sick, and in 
afew days was so low that she was unable 
to work. When the woman ceased work, the 
husband began tocomp iain, and one day last 
week when his wife gave birth to a child he 
ubanconed herentirely. The woman wa3 ina 
distitute condition. Her children were not 
strong enough to work, and the babe was 


_ weak and puny. The mother gave her time 


+s best she couid to ber children, but was un- 
able todo anything for them. Soon after her 
Lusbaid left Ler stock cf provisions gave 
cut, and then with hunger staring her ant her 
‘biléren in the face,the mother sent the two 
who were jarge enough to walk 
out to ask for help. The 
children who went forth to ask for cuurity met 
with little success and for want of medicine 
ana proper attention the babe died. This was 
cn Sunday morning, but when death came the 
mother was too weak and sick to leave her 
bed and have the dead child buried. Sunday 
+s she Jay awake on the bed tossing in pain 
snd agony she was compelled to look upon 
the face of her dead babe. Sunday night 
hrought no change, and on Monday dark came 
without bringing relief, That night late some 
colored people living in the neighborhood 
called to see the sick woman and ascertained 
for the first time that her babe was dead. 
The wonisn sent out several messages to her 
iiusband yeeterday morning, and he finally 
called at her house. Sbethen asked him to 
Luiry the child, telling him that she wouid 
make complaint at police headquarters if he did 
Lot. He promised to do so and lefc, but never 
returned. Yesterday morning early informa- 
tien of the death was carried to police head- 
quarters, and Mounted Ofticer Thompson was 
‘ent out to investigate the matter. He first 
nade arrangements for the burial of the dead 
child and then from the woman’s lips heird the 
-tory of her husband’sdesertion. After seeing 
that the dead babe was buried at the city’s 
expense, Otlicer Thompson returned to pol: 
ice headquarters and posted a description of 
Maxwell. The description led to his arres* 
about midnight. He is booked for abandon- 
ing his family.

ATLANTA UNIVERSITY. 


Industrial Display—Kitchen, Needle, Pencil, 
Farm, Garden and Workshop. 

Yesterday was the day set apart for the in- 
dustrial exhibit at Atlanta University. A 
number of visitors, with several members of 
the state board of visitors appointed by the 
governor, assembled at the morning chapel! 
exercises, which were conducted by Professor 
Cc, W. Francis. The visitors then repiired to 
Norch hall, where they found a most tempting 
display of cakes, pies, bread and biscuit, pre- 
pared by the bands of the graduating class, 
under the instruction of the capable teacher, 
Miss Elkins. That these viands were not only 
tempting to the ese, but also toothsome to the 
taste, was absolutely proved by your reporter. 
The class went through-a very satisfactory 
examination in the chemistry and best 
methods of cookirg, showing both theory and 
practice. The visitors next examined a vary 
interesting display of sewing, in one of the 
rocms of Stove hall. Here were all sorts of 
garmeuts, aprons, dresses and underclothing 
made by the girls under the instruction of 
Miss Elkins. Oneof the sewing classes wa; 
examined in regard to the implements and 
methods of sewing and showed careful train- 
ing. Cutting and making of garments is 
taught theorctically and practically. 

There wasa creditable display of original 
drawings in South hail with a fine crayou 
og eh the work of students taugut by Miss 

. W. Moore. . 

“In one of the larger rooms of Stone hall was 
an admirable display of farm and garden pro- 
ducts grown on the university farm. Mr. HH, 
M. Sessions, the farm manager, who has becoms 
widely known for his skill and success in 
his farming operations, gave an entertain- 
ing description of these vegetables and other 
products displayed. There were sixty varie- 
ties of grasses, besides cats, corn, rye, barley, 
sugar cane aud many kinds of grains, with 
fruits, vegetables, silk cocoons and ali sorts of 
farm and garden products, exceedingly thrifty 
and p roductive. 

In the model barn which the committee next 
visited, they examined the stalls for cattle and 
horses, the farm tools, hay and grain. and live 
stock of various kinds, all showing good care 
and scientific management. In going across 
the grounds to the ‘ Knowles [Industrial build- 
ing,’ Mr. Sessions pointed out the growing 
cops, all thrifty and promising, managed and 
tended with scientific care. He has cut three 
or four crops of clover in some instances from 
the same spot. Vegetabies, fruits and herries 
for the trade, grains and grasses for the stock. 
from the stanle crops. Theold gullied red 
hilis of the farm haveassumed new beauty and 
f: nitfulness under this successful management. 

At the “Knowles Industria! Building.” a 
large three story brick building, the crowd of 
visitors had largely increased. and listened 
with much interest to the recitatious in prac- 
tical tool using, conducted by the et ficient 
tcacher, Mr. C. C. Tucker. The boys readily 
answered questions upon the various uses and 
kinds of tools, saws, planes, hammers, syjuares, 
chisels, etc. A practical exhibition was given 
of the use of tools, the forty boyaewith their 
work aprons vigorously plying their tools to 
show the application of mechanical priac iples. 
Various articles made by the boys were on ex- 
hibition, such as chairs, tables, wheelbarro ws. 
etc. An exhibit of practical wood turning 
was given by the boys upon the dozen lathes 
turned by the steam engine which supplies the 
power to the machinery. An interesting fact 
was stated by the teacher, that one of the boys 
in the class had during the last winter built 
a school house in Alabama upon a contract. 

Ithetorical exercises in South hali next fol- 
lowed, in charge of Mr. Sinnott, the normal 
ipstructor, The compositions, recitation; and 
music were all very creditable, and highly en- 
tertsined the audience. -About noon all ygath- 
ered in S one ball chapel, and listened to brief 
but forcible addresses from several members 
of the board of visitors and others. 

Rev. W. J. Scott, D. D.. ebairman of the 
sub-committee of visitors. made a brief but 
excellent speech, highly commending the in- 
dustriai exhibit and the general condition of 
the university. Mayor Hillyer also spoke 
with his accustomed impressiveness, men tiv:i- 
ing with pride the fact that he had himse'f, 
while a member of the state senate, drawn up 
the bill organizing and endowing the univer- 
Sity as 4 state institution. Rev. Dr. Strieby, 
I). D., of New York, senior secretary of the 
Americar missionary association which has 
Luilt up so many institutions for the c¢ — 
pecple of the south, in a ringing speec 
referred to his gratitude for the success 
this institution, and for the favor 
ii had received from the legislature and people 
of Georg! Rev. Dr. W. H. Ward. editor of 
the New York Independent, also made a neat 
speech, both witty and wise. 

At the trustees’ meeting in the afternoon, 
the treasurer’s report showed the school to be 
jn a flourishing condition, with a balance of 
22,500 in the treasury. There have been 201 
pupils enrolled during the year. It was voted 
to proceed at once with the purchase of a 
printing outfit for instruction in the art pre- 
ecrvative, and other progress v e€ movements 
aie in contemplation. The election of a pres- 
ifent in the piace of the lamented President 
Ware has not yet taken place. VDrofessor N. 
Cliase is the acting president, and presented 
an encouraging report of the year’s work. 
liev. Dana Sherrill, of Savannah, and Rev. Dr. 
Leard, of New York, were added to the board 
of trustees. 

At & p. m., Rev. Dr. Ward gave a most inter- 
esting lecture upon“ Explorations in Babylon,’ 

giving descriptions of that ancient land and 
his recent travels there, exhibiting specimens 
of the ancient books, records, willsand other 
ccecuments, written in uniform characters up- 
on sun dried clay, rings, jewelry and other 
1elies from the ancient Assyrian ruins, and 
other articles of great antignity and interest,
